REVISED OLD TETAfllENT. 



€epiC3 Given to the Press. 

London, Jliiy !•''>■ — Copit's of the ro- 
vised vi'i-Mioii of tlie Old TcstiuiiciiL 
were given to tiie newspajierH at iiiid- 
night last uight. All tlie pHiiors tlii.s 
morning conlain co|uouh extracly from 
the work. In the following imnigra|ih.s 
is |)re8enlt'cl the suhHLimco of a .si'ini- 
oflicial arliclu iircjiarcd for the Loudon 
Time.s, in wlucli .some account of tlie 
work of revision, with particular ro 
ference to the American part of it, is 
given: 

Fianlly an internatJonil work of 14 
yearu has come ton cloHn. Thr. rovi.sed 
version of the New Tcstaioi'iit was is 
bued in May, 1S81, .-iiid now the rovi- 
Hed Old Testament, will soon be publi.sli- 
ed in all parts of the Eiiglisli-speaking 
world. Thia revision is the nioiit ini 
portant event in the history of tho 
English Bible since the |)ublicatioti of 
tho King Jaiiipa transliiLion in Kill. 
The success of the (.)ld 'rcsLniiicnt may 
not be as great as that of the New, of 
which more than one million copies 
Wfire sold on tho day of publication, 
and more than three million copies be 
fore the close of tlie year; but it will 
probably bo more favoralily n-ceived 
and less severely criticized, for it in 
volves no changes of the Hebrew text, 
no other luanuscrijjts than the Mas- 
oriiie having been used, and the idiom 
of the authorized version is most care- 
fully preserved, out of regard for the 
conservativu feeling of tlu? (.'burcii in 
its attftchmeet for the hmgtiage of the 
old version. All dnubt.s, however, have 
been removed and tho revision will be 
pronounced by every coiupoli-nt Bil'le 
reader to bo a great itnprovemont. It 
represents the results of tin; eoiiibiiied 
labor of II lari,'(i iiuinlier of the bcsl 
Hebrewists and Hiblicai scholiirs of 
England and the United Stales, ino.'-t 
of them professors of JLebrow iu uui 
versilies and aeui iniirie.s. It has more 
over the advantage of the vast advance 
of the last fifty years on philology, Bib- 
lical geography, history and antiqui- 
ties, all of which were but imperfectly 
under.itood by tho forty-seven tran- 
slaters of the King .James, although it, 
is freely atliuilted that they did llic. 
very best in their dtiy. The new ver- 
sion is not a eood version in the placi' 
of a bad one, but a great im])rnvemeni 
on a good version. The movement foi- 
tho [jresent version was inauguarated 
by the convocation of Canterbury, the 
mother church of Anglo-Sa.\on Christ- 
tendpin, on May 24, 1870, by the ad- 
-t)ption t)f the followino; resolution: 

Pirat — That it is desirable that a rt>- 
vision of the authorized version of the 
Holy Scriptures be undertaken. 

Second — That the rfviMon be so con- 
ducted as to com|iris(^ both marginal 
readings and such emendations as it 
may be found necessary to insert in the 
text of the authorized version. 

Third— That in the above resolutions 
we do not contemplate any new trans 
-iMion of the 15il)ie or any altornatinn 
dffche language, except where, in the 
judgment of the most competent schol- 
ars, BUjh change is necessary. 

Fourth — That in such nect^ssaiy 
changes the style of language employ 
,.cdjn thS'ejcisting version be closely fol 

Fifth--That it is desiralih; that this 
convocation should nominate a body 
of its own inombers to undertake 
,tho work of revision, who shall bo at 
liberty to invltB-" the co operation of 
^ny ptsrsoija eminent for scholarsliip, 
po matter to what'religious body they 
may belong. 

Ste])s toward the formation of an 
American committee of revision were 
taken ilnioBC Immediately after the or- 
ganizati^in^bf ■'tlie' ''English' domraittee. 



Tim liriit meeting wi tlif No. T. 
ment committee in hlngland was held 
.luiio 22, 1S70. On the 7th July follow- 
ing the two houses of tho Convocation 
voted to invite the co operation of some 
American divines, and to Bisiiop Wil 
berforci' and Dean Stanley was as.sign- 
t'd soon afterwards tin: duly securing 
this riisult. They authorizi'd Dr. An- 
gus who was contemplating !i visit to 
America, to open correspoiuleiicis with 
Rev. Dr. Schatl and other American 
scholars while in the United States in 
regard to thi.s work In iVugust, 1870, 
Dr. Angus sent K-tters to varioiLS 
American scholars in which lie exjilain- 
etl the plan of lh>; iMiglish work, and 
suggested tho formation of an Ameri- 
can coiuuiittoe of 12 or lt>, to which 
tho work of the English revisors could 
l)e referred for levniion and eriti- 
eism. JLegave some liinls as to how 
the ex|n'n^es of sui h a commit tee could 
bf met, and inviied eoirespondence on 
the subject. Di". .-Vngus also hud per- 
sonal coinmunieatiun with Dr. SchafI'. 
The result was the selection of certain 
gentlemen, who were fitted for the 
work and wen; likely to be regardea as 
authorities in KiblKitl learniiii; by the 
A meriean pulilie, anil the publication 
of till' names iSlshop Ellieolcand llean 
Stanley as representing the English 
body.

World. 



This now Wonder of the World, 
which is now being loaded on the 
French lrans]iort Ise.se for shipment to 
to this country, is the largest .itatui-in 
the world. Sume idea of it.-i magnituile 
may be obtained fr(jm tbi; fact that 
forty persona found htanding-room 
within the liead. A six-foot man stand- 
ing on the level of the lips only just 
reachiul the eyebrow. While workmen 
were employed on the crown of her 
head they sei'med to be ni iking -i huge 
sugar-caldron, and they jumped A'lth 
ease in and out the lip of the nose. 
Fifteen people might sit round . the 
llaine of the torch, which elevaiion can 
be rimched by a spiral staircase within 
the outstretched arm. 

The liOndon Dady News, in speak- 
ing of it, savs: "U is otit and away the 
largest statue of modcu'ii times. Thi^ 
CqIossus of Hhoiles was nothing to it. 
It could carry the "Bavaria" or the 
"Horinann" in its arms. It towers to 
tlie skies from the yard of the Hue de 
C'haKelles wheri^ it had l)een eight years 
in construction, and the vii^w from its 
coronet sw(;eps clear of the six story 
hou.se.s and l)eyond tht; walls of Paris." 

The weight of this stupendous statun 
is I-IO.COO pounds, of which 176,000 
an.' copp(?r and the remainder wrought 
iron. It is expected to ariive in New 
York about the 251 h of .May, where it 
will be erected on IJedioe'.s Island, this 
being the location solecttru for it by 
(Ion. W. T. Sherman, who was appoint 
ed by the President to make tin? selee 
tion. When placed in pcjsition it will 
loom up 150.') feet aljove tide-waler, the 
height of the statue being l.')1.2 feet, 
that of the pedestal 91 feet, anil founda- 
tion 52.10 feet. 

This imposing statue, higher than 
the enormous towers of the great 
Brooklyn iiridge, or the steepii: of 
Trinity Church, which is tlii' loftiest 
in the city ot Ni'W York, — iiiglier, in 
fad, than any of the coUjssal statues of 
of anti<iuity, — by its rare artistic jiro- 
portions, iw well as by its Hlupendous 
dimensions, will, add another to the 
wonders of the world. A word should 
1)0 said of its artistic merit. The pose, 
stride and gesture, with its classic face, 
are |)ronounced perfect; the drapery is 
both massivi! and line, and in some 
parts Ih as di^licate and silky in effect 
us if wrought with a line chisel on the 
smallest scale. 

The conception and execution of this 
great work are due to the great I''renoh 
sculptor, M. liar'hoiili who has devot- 
ed eight years of his life and most of 
his fortune t<ithis great work, and 
whose g<'neral inipulae.-i, which must, be 
on a Hcalt- cnmmensurate with this noble 
work, jaonipieil him to make such a 
gift to th(! Unit.'d States. The commit- 
tee in charu'e of the construction of thn 
liase and pedestal for iho. reception of 
this great work are in want of funds 
for its completion, ami havi! prepared a 
miniature statuette, an exact counter- 
part of the original, six inches in 
iieight, the figure being made of bron/.e 
the pedestal of nickid silver, whicdi 
they are now delivering' to subscribers 
for the small sum of Sl each All re- 
mittances should be addressed to Kicli- 
ard lUitler, secretary American t'oni- 
mittee of the Statue of Liberty, No.

It cannot bu .'•aid that Ids rou- 
Boning ia prufuoml (jr that hia "facts" are 
often correct, bnt \\ hat he .says never 
faila tu excite thu riaibiliiiea of hia audi- 
tors andsuppliea, as it wore, tho spicofor 
the meat and the sauce for the pudding'. 
Hia churacteristic haranyuo at tfio last 
sitting of tho biiavd liiis been ceiierally 
Couimented upon a.s one of t'lo old "gentle- 
man's beat etlbrts in orutory — excelling, 
even, his grand strategical api;ech at the 
rucont Pul)lic Defence Meeting, wlieii lie 
made kuown his plana for boating' back 
the Buasiana should they land at Suanich 
or gain^ footinij at Gadboro liay. Since 
tho last school board meeting Mr. Fell's 
name haa appeared but once in print, in 
a card publiahed in a local evoning jour- 
nal. In that card he denied haviiit; 
dragged politics into tho educational ar- 
ena. It may bo that Mr. Fell really 
believes what he asaurts; but no one else 
can possibly think otherwise than that 
the ofl'ort of hii latest harangue waa to 
arraign tho (ioveriniienl fnr securing tho 
passage of tho present 8cho(d law. Like 
all other egotistical men, Mr I'ell is vain; 
and he ia conceited enough in iinai^ino 
that of all men in tho province ho alono 
is capable of dealing with tho school 
quoation or understanding tho kind of 
law that ia best suited to the educational 
requironionts of the ago. Lie ia 'also 
haunted with the e:itruordinury notion 
that every change in the Ijiw is a peraoaal 
reflectioii upon him and a dark conspiracy 
on tho part of tho goveriiinont and hoiiso 
to encoinpasa his defeat at the next elec 
tion. I'orhaps there is no ineni er of this 
community whoso goings in or goings out 
attract so small an amount of :ittontion 
from hia furiow-citlzens as Mr. FeK^'i. In- 
deed, if it were not fdr- thu noiao he 
makes on street corners and at public 
mootinga it is not unfair to presume llnit 
ho would soon drop out of i)iiblic notice 
and bo forgotten altogether. At the 
meeting of tho achool board already re- 
ferred to Mr. Fell complainea of 
the difiiculty he experienced in pro- 
curing registration papers. In hia i>ub- 
lished card he reiterates that complaint 
by iiaaertiiig that "one parcel only was 
itiil" lohini "after repealed applical icrns. " I 
It ia true that only one parcel was "sent" j 
to him; but it is also true that two other ; 
parcels were handed to lum by tho deputy- [ 
provincial secrotary— tho three parcids 
thua obtained aggregating about four hun 
dred. No ditiiculty was had in obtaining 
thoae papers; and it ia also cap.'ihlo of! 
proof that in addition to tho four liiin j 
dred copies, Mr. Kell cibtained f/Mt'.' 
different lots from Ferguson A: Uu. mid 
Jiw ditlerent lots from llibben it Cir. In 
effect, Mr. Fell haa charged that there | 
VS8 a conspiracy on tho part of the pro- i 
vincial secretary to previMit lum getting ' 
any regiatratinn piiper.-i; but is the public 
not justified in ontertnlniiig the belief 
that Mr. Fell has liunself conspired to I 
prevent the registration of any but hie 
own frieuda by scooping up all the regis- 
tration papers an ihiit his opponents would 
not be able tu gut any j Tu show the 
anxiety of tho government to register all 
qualified voters aa riipidly as poHsible, we 
are in a position to state that mi March 
26th, 1,000 forms fur men and nOO fornn 
for women were printed at tho govern 
raent ollico; and that on the 27th Aprd a 
like number in similar pniportloii wa^ 
printed at the samo eatablishmeiit. If 
further evidence were wanted of the 
falsity of Mr. Fell's charge lot hia ample 
coat-taila bo consulted. Thny will bo 
fuund "big" with registration papers, 
which bulge, out on either aide of his per- 
son and impart to his portly figure the 
appearance of a Uliinanian wadcding 
through the street laden with a basket at 
either end of a bamboo slick. Wo tliink 
that it has beiiii shown that Mr Fell's at- 
tempt to po.'io as a martyr in llii.f leiji.ttra- 
tiun business is fallacious, and that if he 
is not thu victim of an hallucinaiion he 
has at least been guilty of trilling with 
the truth. Some little lime agn, while 
reading oiio of Clark Ra.s3L'ir.4 cIi-vit aea 
talea, we came acro.s3 a cloiracter — a (juoor 
specimen of the ancient mariner- who re- 
minded ua very forcibly of Mr. Fell and 
hia latest pretended discovery uf a gov- 
ernment conspiracy. 

Clark Ruasell says — I saw the old sea- 
dog with a telescope to hia eye gazii^g in- 
tently seaward. As I passed him he ex- 
claimed : 

"'Lord, now to think of a wreck on 
Buch a day as this. '"" 

"Where 'a tho wreck \" I a.sk'id, nat- 
urally struck by such an exclamation. 

" 'Why, yonder,' said he, pointing 
'You'll see it plain througli this here 
glass.' " 

I looked, but saw nothing. 

"Where do you say it is /" I eni|uired, 
working aw.iy with his old telescope. 

"He took it from inn, looked himself, 
and then exclaimed, 'Ve.i, J was afraid ao. 
She's gone down. I \>\n', there's an lives 
lost.' " 

I laughed in hia Imco and walked on. 
He chased me and said, "Won't you give 
me the valley of a glass of beer/ Hang 
it all, ye'vo had the use of my toloacopo." 

" 'Yes,' " I roplied, "to look at the 
wreck you saw; and when i can sou it you 
shall have two glasses of beer." 

Now; wo would not charge good Mr. 
Fell with chasing a man for "the valley 
of a glass of beer;" but wo do Say that 
he haa conjured up false charges of con 
Bpiraoy against tho govenmient which the 
most powerful binocular placed to the eyiis 
of tho electora will bo uiiablo te di.icern. 
Instead of beer for the privilege of hear- 
ing hia grand oration, ho demaiida a vote. 
When the electora shall discover the con 
Bpiracy it ia to be hoped that they will 
give him two votes. ' 

THE CAPTURE OF lilEL. 

The news of tho capture of Riel, thu 
leader of the Indian rebellion in the 
Northweat territory, will be received with

ticle. 'I'lie iilty engendered by tli -light 
of misfortune, uillonit r>!g;ird to thi' vic- 
tim's culpability, will be waatod if ex- 
tend. id heie; while at the locality i>f tho 
struggle itself the sight of the prime 
mover in the uprising will be r. titer 
calculated to excite to private vengeance, 
with a result.'uit spt-edy exit from life by 
Riel, thiiogh such action ia t:M bo depieoa 
ted, there being nothing brav(> in it, wliile 
ill ;i loeasure it clicals the law of its due. 
.As an (dfsi^t to tlu! less of life among the 
Canadian militia, ia the valor that oppor- 
tunity has enabled tliem to display. The 
rapidity of niovoinent ahown by Cleneral 
Middleton in pushing his forces to tho 
front, anil his dispciaition to follow up an 
advantiige gained, rrllecl gre:it credit U|)'iu 
the ability .if lliat nliicer, uiiou wIkuii will 
probably dovnlvo the duty of pro.-ddent of 
a drumhead court martial upon Riel.

St. Pal'l, May Hi. — Many rebels aro 
giving up arms, and tbo rebellion has ended. 
Diel, Thome and Armctroug, three scouts, 
caiitm-ed Riel at uuou. He was on tlie' 
road, three miles from liatouohe, and was 
iu company with three young men, all of 
whom Were armed. He appeared uucou- 
cerned. Diel aaid to him: "I am surprised 
to see you hero. " Riel saitl: "I was com- 
ing to gi\^ myself up." Ho said his -wifo 
and family were acroaa tbe river. While 
talking to him Boulton's scouts were seen 
coining up, and Riel, becoming afraid of 
being shot, begged bis captors to take him 
into camp themselves. 

Oen -Middleton gave orders that tho men 
should keep in their tents whou liiel comes 
in, aa be is afraid some personal enemy oC 
Kiel will shoot him. Many have sworn to 
ahoot bini at sight. 

St. Pa 01, May 10—4:30 p. m.~Riel' 
was brought in at 3:30 this aftornoon., 
No demonstration was made. He walked 
quietly to tho geiiyral's lent. Riel aaid 
ho stayed on Tuesday and Wednesday 
iiiglita on the bliifl's one and a half miles 
iiorih uf Batouche.

LONG-DISTANCE COMMUNICATION. 



AlMolutely rerfuct Coiiilltlon of the X3e> 
munU Kequlred— The Telegraiih Uore 
Bellable and Vem Troubleaomo— 
UttblUty to Error.

phere, nq electrical storms, and, besides, 
there miisi be invented a, mor» perfect 
■ystem of. insulation of the wires where 
viej dome in contact with the poles than

means must also be devised to ctitirtily 
bverconie induction (the intiucncc oxcrtud 
by the current on one wire over iinotlitT 
running parallel with aud in close prox-

After all these diQlculties have been 
overcome there still reuiiiiu many reusous 
why it will not Ite ii success.

»ttempta to 8up|iliint ii superior one. what 
must bo tho resnlt'f 

For long distances the telegraph is as 
much superior to the telephone as the 
"liniited" express trains are su|)eriin' to a 
CJinalboat — not fur a single isolated case, 
but for tho volume of liusiness that is 
daily sent over tlie telegraph wires. 

A telophouo wire between Cincinnati 
nnd Kew York would be capalile of ac- 
commodating not lu exceed ,si\ custoniera 
per hour, allowiui; ten uiiuutes lo each, 
Including the time neces.sary fur calling 
tho exchange hero and for the exeliaugo 
to call iSew York, and fur that oxcliaiigu 
to ring up the parly with whom tho 
CMnciunati custcnner desires communica- 
tion. 

At this rate — a very liberal allowance — 
only six coiTinuinicalions per hour would 
be possible, or seventy oild fur every 
twelve hours. The great bulk of com- 
munications between" these cities is of a 
commercial nature and generally of much 
Importance, nearly all of them rttipiiring 
transmission between the hours of s il m. 
and ') p. m. (nine hours). Tliis would no- 
cessltftte one wire for every six persons 
using the telephone per hour during that 
time. For the accommodation of the C 'iu 
cinnati customers utoue there would have 
to be no less thau ten direct wires, and 
then the anxious customers would have tu 
almost constantly face the usual cry of 
"Wire 111 use; call again. " 

Now, taking into consideration all tho 
citiea west and south of this place wliich 
would lonk to Cincinnati for their ciistern 
cocnmunications, the number of wiie.s 
would reach well up into the hundreds. 
At Pittsburg (over the middle route), at 
Cleveland (over tho norihorn route), the 
number would bo more than dotibled; and 
this, to fur wires acluallv needeil to ssip- 
ply tho westei'n ilriuauJ for cunneclion 
With Is'ew York oit}-, noi taking into can- 
Bideration the great demand that would 
arise for wires io all the other important 
eastern cities, such, for instance, as Hos- 
ton, Philadelphia. Washington, Balti- 
more, etc. It woidd re(iuire the dupliciv- 
tion of tho present number of telegraph 
wires throughout thu L'uited Slates and 
Canada ten times over. 

JN'o sir the telephone will never become 
a competitor of tho telegraph fur the trans- 
mission of tho telegrapu is quicker, more 
reliable, less troublesome to the customer, 
and, besides, it is, or should be, responsi- 
ble for all errors. 

The coming long-distance telephone will 
be ft plaything, nothing more. Put a 
mark on the assertion. 



DISINFECTANTS AND DELUSION& 



ZJttIo 'Value of Various Articles VhciI to 
Destrctj' DIhcu.sij (JoriiiH, 

[JSalLimore Sun.] 

A close study by eminent inve.stigators 
of miero-ori;anisins, anil tho ell'ect upon 
them of various allegi.'d disiiifectiuits would 
Bsein to show that some delusicjus prevail 
lu regard to the value of articles used to 
destroy the germs of disease. Amung tho 
rest carbolic acid, according tu author- 
itiea quoted by The .Medical Kccurd. ' i.s 
fust losing its once gri'al icputatioii, " .V 
1 per cent, aulution of ciirbolic acid iu 
water has no inlluence on anibrav spores, 
microscopic organisms found in sheep, 
not even delaying their giowth. "Eveu 
after soaking for twenty-four hours iu a 
10 per cent, solution of carbolic acid, 
anthrax spore.s inoculatcil into a guinea 
pig killed it iu two day.s. " A -u per cent, 
solution of carbolic acid in alcuhul was 
not fatal to these diseased gerui.s. "The 
Biilpbates of iron, copper and zinc, re 
puted disinfectants, in no case exercised 
any. destructive iutiuence on the life of 
anthrax sporea 

Dr. Koch has a very poor opiiuon of 
chloride of zinc ha a-diHiufect:iiit, and as a 
germicide Dr. Biytho thinks it incllicient. 
According to Dr." Sternberg, who has col- 
lected nearly all tho published informa- 
tion to.be hod. regarding germicides, and 
.has addiHl much by liis own special investi- 
gations, "sulphate of iron, or cupperir-', 
even in .saturaled snhiliun, docs imt kill 
any germs or spi.n s. To use this agi nt 
as a disinfectant would evidently ben 
serious error. It a;;il carbolic aci(l have 
failed again and again to [ireveut the 
Hprciid of yellow and typhoid fijvers, 
cholera, hllh, di'scnt<'iy, etc. They aro 
Htill largely used lor privy vault disinfec- 
tion, the sn.ells of which they cover up 
for a few days, but the genu.- in which 
they do uot destroy." .M'nriate-i liiiciurc 
of iron, so much used in the treatinenl of 
diptheria, is inert, even in a -I per cent 
solution, for the destruction of bac;teria. 

fulpl:ale of cop])(.'r, or blncstone, in 
Va-Stly more useful than copperas, wliicli 
is .so largely depended uiion by health olll- 
cers. li is el!l(;icni in very weak solutions 
in destroying the virulelice of septicetnie 
blood, and ranks high among metallic 
B&lta thot have been used for purposes of 
disinfection. Ammonia does not destroy 
virus or germs or spores, ond all its salm 
are useless as gcrmicidea But after all is 
said against the various disinfectants 
mentioned, it is well to remember that 
■ opinions vary, and isolated cxperimunis 
are not always to be accepted as conclu- 
sive, even from such distinguished iln- 
vestlgators as have been named.
